Lord Repciurrrz—ever memorable for his 
unfortunate success in perfectly emasculating 
Turkey—Lord Repcuirre being absent. from 
the .Qvient, the. gallant Ohargé d’Affaires, 
Colonel Hvem Ross, sent orders to advance 
the English Mediterranean fleet from Malta to 
Vurla., Colonel Ross has been reprimanded 
for it ; and Admiral Duwpas (since so notorious 
_for his inactivity in the Black, Sea) approved 
for not. complying with»the demand. But 
Bonaparte, not caring abit about Engiand’s 
peaceful propensities, sent, nemine consulto 
the French fleet from Todion to Salamis. 
England regrettéd this very much, and 
hastened to send the expression ofher regrets 
to St. Petersburg. (Cuanenpow to Sir G. H. 
Ssyuovs, March 23, 1853.) However, the 
French fleet was. going,2o Admiral Duwpas 
was ordered to go likewise. Thus they both, 
by anid by, proceéded’’to Besika Bay—and 
there they were.. Russia.invaded the Princi- 
palities. Still the fleets rode at Besika. The 
patriotic ‘Turks were im a frenzy about the 
fetters imposed on. their Government by the 
diplomats, and in September, 1863, placards 
were posted on the mosques urging the Gov- 
ernment to. declare war.

England, which you hear to be so-anxious 
about the.independence and integrity of Tur- 
key, not only has never encouraged the Turk- 
ish Government to take a stand adequate to 
the occasion, and to maintain with spirited 
manliness the independence and integrity of 
their Empire; but rather fettered their -re- 
solution, depressed their spirits, terrified them 
into unbecoming pusillanimity, intrigued 
against Menexet Avi Pacna, because he had 
the courage to desire to. act. with. resolute 
patriotism, drove him out of power, checked 
the Turks in resorting to efficieat measures, 
arrested them -in their energies, and opposed 
everything which might have made Turkey 
strong, independent and efficient in mastering 
the situation. This is so much the case. that 
when the Russian armies were moving towards 
Molde- Wallachia; Repecurp Pacua asked the 
British Ambassador whether “they have to 
be resisted?” My’ Lord answered “ No.” 
Revsecurp asked: “ Shall we offer resistance in 
My. Lord 
answered—" No; your forbearance has only 
to cease on that line (the Balkan) which can- 
not be passed*by an enemy without ‘immedi- 
ate danger to the capital.” © (Lord Revourrs 
“to Lord Crdaznpon,, June 3, 1863.) And 
Lord Cianewdon particularly ordered the 
British Ambassador to insist upon this point, 
and have ‘imperative. instractions..sent to 
Ouwn Pacua not to undertake to defend the 
Danube....And it is a very. strange fact that
